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[ABSTRACT] 

[Object] With this invention, incoming of an electronic mail in 
an electronic mail host system and contents of the electronic 
mail can be confirmed by means of a voice from a telephone 
through a telephone line. 

[Structure] This invention relates to an electronic mail host 
system 1 to which a telephone 5 is connected through a telephone 
line 4, wherein in response to an input of an individual 
authentication number and a personal identification number from 
the telephone 5, the electronic mail host system 1 transmits a 
text of electronic mail or the status of incoming electronic mail 
corresponding to the inputted individual authentication number 
to the telephone in the form of voice information, thereby the 
text of electronic mail concerned or the status of incoming 



electronic mail concerned is general * 

generated from the telephone.
